Kale Steplein and Aonie MeGuire, two
of the little girl pickpockets arrested Mon-
day evening, were sent to the Reform School
at Morganga yesterday afternoon.

Solmu will be sent to the Home
of the Good  Shepherd, at Co-
lumbus, 0., while Mary Shott has
her liberty. Further investigation of the

case developed the faet that the last two
were not accomnplices in toe scheme to ve-
lieve ladies of their pocketbooks, slthough
their intimacy with the others caused sus-
picion to fall upon them at first. The story
of the way the girls did their work was the
general subject of comment in police
circles yesterday, The case is one of the
most remarkable on record. That a pair of
girlx 13 and 14 years of age should have soe-
cessfully carried on svstematio stealing for
two years and eluded the watehiful goardians
of the law is considered something entirely
bevoud precedent

Yesterday the strike
committee, of which Mr. Schwartz is chair-
man, claimed that 15 new firms had granted
the demands of the men, muking & total of
81 firms who have given in to date, Mr,
Schwarts estimates that between 800 and 800
men are at work under the eight-hour sys-
tem. The committee still declines to furnish
the names of the firms who granted the de-
mands, but a complete listis in its hands
at the headquarters on Smithfield street.

The first break among the union mea oc-
curred yesterday when five mill hands went
to work for Murphy & Dicbold at their
West Ead mill, It was expected that this
break would oecur on, Monday, and when
the commiitee sucoeded in holding their
men out over Monday, it was not anticipat-
ed that the break wonld oecur at sll. It
was a complete surprise to the committee,
the members of which were confident that
the men would remain firm to the cause,
Mr. Schwartz was considerably exercised
over the matter when it was reported to him
yesterday morning.

It begins to look as though we are to “'get
tin the neck’ at lust, so far 88 the greater
part of the fruit crop is concerned.
